Editor’s  note;  In  the  January,  1958,  is¬ 
sue  of  SKI  there  appeared  in  this  column 
a  letter  describing  a  projected  trip  to 
Chile  and  asking  for  volunteers.  The  re¬ 
sponse  by  SKI  readers  was  enthusiastic. 
In  fact,  the  correspondent’s  mail  grew  so 
voluminous  that  he  could  no  longer  an¬ 
swer  it  all  without  help  from  the  SKI 
staff— help  we  were  delighted  to  give.  The 
bushwhacking  journey  was  to  be  accom¬ 
plished  at  minimum  cost,  but  after  Dr. 
Gelpe  and  two  companions  set  off  down 
the  Pan  American  highway,  a  few  things 
went  wrong.

Sirs; 


It  is  not  without  some  reluctance  that 
I  am  writing  this  letter,  sitting  in  the 
comfort  of  the  lu.\urious  hotel  here  at 
Portillo,  Chile,  for  I  have  to  inform  you 
of  the  partial  abandoning  of  our  South 
American  ‘safari.’ 

The  attached  page  of  the  August  11 
edition  of  the  “Pan  American”  (the 
American  Panamanian  paper)  describes 
some  of  the  highlights  of  our  trip  and  a 
few  of  the  reasons  why  we  went  no 
further  than  Panama,  but  it  is  not  the 
whole  story.  The  $400.00  transport  cost 
for  shipment  of  our  jeep  wagon  to 
Colombia  was  really  the  last  straw  from 
the  financial  angle  for  the  trip  had  be¬ 
come  far  more  expensive  than  we  had 
originally  calculated.  In  addition,  there 
was  a  time  factor  (more  misinformation 
regarding  the  length  of  time  of  shipment 
of  the  wagon  to  Colombia),  and  finally, 
we  had  heard  ominous  rumors  en  route 
of  the  difficulties  of  selling  cars  in  South 
America  and  we  have  since  confirmed 
that  this  is  so,  due  mainly  to  the  appall¬ 
ingly  high  tax  imposed  on  the  sale  of 
cars  and  the  massive  amount  of  red  tape 
involved. 

Of  the  trip  itself,  I  cannot  in  a  letter 
go  into  all  the  fascinating  exxjeriences 
that  we  encountered  (both  amusing  and 
otherwise)  or  of  the  interesting  places  we 
saw  and  the  people  we  met,  for  there 
would  be  enough  to  fill  a  book.  May  I 
just  say  this:  economically  our  journey 
was  not  a  success,  but  we  would  all  have 
done  it  again  at  almost  any  cost.  In  ac¬ 
tual  fact,  it  all  turned  out  to  be  very 
different  from  what  I  had  anticipated. 
We  had  no  running  gun  battles  with 
banditos  (as  one  of  your  readers  had  sug¬ 
gested),  and  though  the  going  was  mod¬ 
erately  rough  in  places  with  appalling 
road  conditions  and  the  odd  drenching 
while  sleeping  out  in  our  jungle  ham¬ 
mocks,  on  the  whole  it  was  a  most  pleas¬ 
ant  and  easy  journey  and  turned  out  to 
be  little  more  than  driving  between 
parties,  my  two  companions  (Dr.  John 
Emery  from  Canada  and  Stephen  Kuhn 
from  Chicago)  being  past  masters  at 
making  friends  and  either  establishing 
these  revelries  (with  the  help  of  John’s 
guitar)  or  being  invited  to  them. 

As  so  many  of  your  readers  showed 
such  an  interest  in  our  trip  and  are  pos¬ 
sibly  proposing  a  similar  journey  in  the

them  with  the  experiences  that  we  have 
gained  and  I  shall  be  more  than  pleased 
to  give  them  any  help  that  I  can.  Very 
briefly  the  situation  at  present  is  as  fOlF> 
lows:  From  the  States  to  Santiago,  Chiie^ 
there  are  four  gaps  in  the  Pan-Americax 
Highway  where  the  road  has  not  yet  beef 
established,  and  either  a  flat-car  or 
steamer  has  to  be  utilized. 

These  gaps  occur  between  Mexico  and 
Guatemala,  Costa  Rica  and  Panama, 
Panama  and  Colombia,  and  Ecuador  and 
Peru.  Construction  of  the  Central  Ameri¬ 
can  roads  is  well  under  way  and  as  far 
as  Panama  the  way  should  be  open  with¬ 
in  the  next  two  years.  The  road  from 
Ecuador  to  Peru  is  possible  though  diffi¬ 
cult.  We  met  Toni  S.  Halik,  the 
celebrated  French  correspondent,  in 
Honduras.  He  and  his  wife  had  just  come 
up  from  Chile,  also  in  a  jeep  and  he  told 
us  that  the  most  difficult  part  of  the  Peru- 
Ecuador  gap  was  crossing  a  wide  river, 
through  which  he  managed  to  find  a 
rather  circuitous  way  where  there  was  a 
depth  of  water  of  only  two  or  three  feet. 
The  gap  from  Panama  to  Colombia  will 
not  be  open  for  many  years  and  here  it  is 
unavoidable  not  to  ship  the  vehicle  by 
sea. 

Our  final  conclusions  are  that  to  travel 
by  road  as  we  did  is  a  magnificent  way 
to  see  these  countries  and  if  one  has  the 
time  it  would  be  an  admirable  and  really 
interesting  method  of  coming  to  Santiago. 
However,  in  our  opinion  it  is  impossible 
to  do  it  economically  as  yet,  especially 
when  one  has  to  compete  with  the  very 
low  cost  of  the  airlines,  some  of  which 
have  quite  astounded  xis.  Cinta,  the 
Chilean  airline,  is  by  far  the  cheapest  and 
has  a  round  trip  from  Miami  to  Santiago 
for  only  $414.00.  We  traveled  from 
Panama  to  Santiago  by  Cinta  and  were 
most  impres.sed  with  their  service.  They 
seem  to  do  everything  they  can  to  make 
their  customers  comfortable  and  they 
kept  us  well  dined  and  wined  throughout 
the  journey.  They  also  make  a  special 
concession  to  skiers  and  allow  skis  to  be 
carried  in  excess  of  the  sixty-six  pounds 
of  baggage.  For  impecunious  skiers  (as 
we  are),  wishing  to  come  to  Chile  for 
the  summer  skiing  as  reasonably  as  pos¬ 
sible,  I  think  that  this  would  be  the  best 
methorl.  There  are  quite  a  number  of 
students  here  who  have  used  this  route. 
In  the  hotel  here  if  one  is  careful  one 
can  live  and  ski  for  as  little  as  $50.00  a 
week.  Fallerones  is  cheaper  though  more 
primitive. 

For  the  rest  of  our  somewhat  long  and 
interesting  vacation  we  propose  to  ski 
here  at  Portillo  and  at  surrounding  re¬ 
sorts  until  the  end  of  the  season  and  then 
go  our  separate  ways:  John  Emery  to 
Europe  for  the  winter  season;  Stephen 
Kuhn,  who  has  taken  a  liking  to  Chile, 
proposes  to  find  work  here;  and  I  shall  re¬ 
turn  to  my  home  in  England. 

My  many  thanks  once  again  to  SKI  for 
the  help  and  encouragement  they  gave 
in  helping  arrange  our  trip  which  unfor¬ 
tunately  could  not  be  completed.

Hazards  on  the  slopes 

Sirs: 

I  feel  that  skiers  are  not  necessarily 
more  proficient  because  they  ski  faster 
than  others.  A  great  number  are  con¬ 
tinually  out  of  control.  I  have  been  a 
patrolman  and  have  had  direct  contact 
with  these  problems.  The  warning  given 
by  a  passing  skier  often  tends  to  confuse 
and  excite  the  slower  skier  and  causes 
him  to  fall  or  turn  directly  into  the 
path  of  the  oncoming  skier. 

I  believe  this  hazard  is  caused  by 
people  of  different  abilities  skiing  togeth¬ 
er.  I  have  seen  many  cases  where  per¬ 
sons  have  been  lured  up  slopes  beyond 
their  ability.  They  descend  in  a  waving 
schuss,  clearing  a  path  ahead  of  them. 
If  a  skier  stays  on  terrain  that  he  can 
handle  he  will  be  quite  safe— and  so  will 
others.  All  of  the  trails  I  have  seen  have 
been  clearly  marked  to  avoid  confusion. 
Would  like  to  hear  other  ideas  on  this 
subject.

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Location  of  Bindings 

Sirs: 

The  average  recreational  skier  is  an  in¬ 
termediate  who  is  most  happy  when  he 
can  make  his  skis  turn  when  and  where 
he  pleases  with  the  greatest  of  ease.  I  be¬ 
lieve  the  location  of  the  bindings  is  a 
critical  factor  in  influencing  the  skier’s 
ability  to  make  such  effortless  turns.  Until 
recently  I  thought  that  the  boots  ought  to 
be  well  ahead  of  the  center  of  the  run¬ 
ning  surface  because  then  the  greatest 
pressure  would  be  on  the  tips,  thus  mak¬ 
ing  it  easier  to  swing  the  tails  around. 
However,  after  trying  a  pair  of  skis  with 
the  boots  well  behind  the  center  of  the 
running  surface,  I  believe  I  have  real  evi¬ 
dence  that  the  rearward  position  is  the 
one  that  enhances  turning. 

It  is  possible  to  formulate  a  theory  that 
would  support  the  latter  conclusion. 
First,  when  the  skier  stands  behind  the 
center  of  the  skis,  he  is  more  inclined  to 
learn  forward,  since  more  of  the  skis  are 
in  front  of  him,  appearing  to  lend  sup¬ 
port.  Also,  subconsciously,  he  may  tend 
to  get  his  weight  over  the  center  by  lean¬ 
ing  forward.  Thus,  the  proper  forward 
lean  results  in  the  skier’s  center  of  gravity 
being  over  the  center  of  the  skis,  pro¬ 
viding  uniform  distribution  of  pressure 
in  normal  running.  In  order  to  initiate  a 
turn  the  skier  may  unweight  the  tails  of 
the  skis  and  shove  the  tails  to  the  right 
or  left  in  the  best  wedeln  fashion,  or 
whatever  system  he  prefers.  Since  his 
boots  are  mounted  nearer  the  tails  his 
feet  are  in  a  better  position  to  lift  the 
tails  and  push  them  around  than  they 
would  be  if  further  forward. 

The  little  experience  I  have  would  lead 
me  to  conclude  that  a  good  position  of 
the  binding  would  be  such  that  the  ball 
of  the  foot  would  be  located  an  inch  or 
two  behind  the  center  of  the  actual  run¬ 
ning  surface  of  the  ski.  I  have  selected 
the  ball  of  the  foot  as  the  reference  point 
since,  normally,  without  any  forward  or 
rearward  lean  a  skier’s  weight  should 
be  directly  on  the  ball  of  his  foot.  Thus, 
forward  lean  is  required  to  put  his  weight 
over  the  center  of  the  running  surface.

HOW  TO  GET  UP 
MORE  SPEED  IN 
SLALOM  RACING 


A  top  competitor  analyzes  the  difference 
between  recreational  skiing  and  slalom 

by  Ralph  Miller 

What  separates  the  good  skier  from  the  slalom  racer? 
If  a  man  can  ski  down  a  mountain  in  control,  turning 
expertly  around  obstacles  in  the  trail,  why  is  he  apt  to 
lag  far  behind  the  experienced  racer  when  running  slalom? 
The  answer  lies  in  the  feeling  for  sp>eed  which  the  racer 
has.  More  specificaUy,  the  racer  can  sense  when  a  turn 
should  be  carved  to  its  maximum  or  on  the  other  hand 
when  one  should  avoid  completing  the  turn  and  step  out 
of  it  early  with  several  skating  steps.  Of  great  importance 
is  the  use  of  the  edges.  The  average  advanced  skier  uses 
his  edges  effectively,  but  indiscriminately.  The  slalom 
specialist  employ  them  with  reserve.  He  rolls  up  on 
them  smoothly  to  avoid  chatter  in  an  icy  hairpin  or  flush, 
and  often  rides  through  a  series  of  closed  gates  barely 
using  them  at  all. 

The  recreationl  skier  uses  his  poles  for  balance  and  to 
turn  around.’ He  may  give  a  lackadaisical  shove  with  them 
at  the  top  of  a  run,  or  use  them  for  aid  in  rising  after  a 
fall,  but  usually  (barring  an  occasional  cussword,  because 
they  often  seem  to  be  in  the  way)  he  gives  them  little 
thought. 

To  the  racer  the  ski  poles  are  nearly  as  important  as 
the  skis  themselves.  Georges  Schneider  of  Switzerland  took 
fifth  in  the  Olympic  Slalom  in  Cortina— skiing  half  of  one 
course  with  a  severed  ski  tip!  He  saved  himself  from  a  fall 
many  times  by  expert  use  of  his  poles. 

In  a  less  spectacular  fashion  the  poles  play  an  impor¬ 
tant  role  during  almost  every  second  of  the  race.  The 
good  racer  uses  them  for  several  explosive  thrusts  at  the 
start,  as  a  safeguard  against  skidding  over  the  lower  pole 
in  a  hairpin,  for  many  decisive  thrusts  after  open  gates 
and  flushes,  and  at  the  finish  to  break  the  timing  thread 
(used  a  great  deal  in  Europe)  a  split  second  before  the 
feet  cross  the  finish  line. 

In  the  following  sequence  of  pictures  an  efficient  use  of 
the  poles  is  shown.  The  emphasis  is  not  on  style  in  these 
turns  but  on  overall  speed  from  the  start  of  the  combina¬ 
tion  to  the  end.

for  poling.  At  first  glance  this  makes  the  skier  appear  as  if 
he  were  turning  as  in  thfe  French  (Allais)  technique,  but  it 
will  be  noted  that  the  “inside”  hip  is  thrust  forward— con¬ 
tradictory  to  the  older  method.  Completing  the  reverse- 
shoulder  turn,  he  rises  out  of  the  turn  and  poles.  Unweight¬ 
ing  the  skis,  his  right  arm  about  to  be  brought  forward, 
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the  skier  is  ready  for  the  next  closed  gate.  Again  the  out¬ 
side  arm  is  brought  up  quickly.  The  poles  are  used  for  a 
quick  thrust,  pressure  is  apphed  to  the  tip  of  the  outside 
ski,  and  it  comes  into  a  closer  relationship  with  the  inside 
one.

You  should 
use  shorter 
skis  this  year 

by  Hal  March,  Jr. 

Comes  the  first  snow  and  I  get  an 
annual  urge  to  plead  the  cause  of 
short  skis  for  recreational  skiing— a 
campaign  I’ve  been  privately  waging 
for  over  twenty  years. 

Competive  skiers,  be  they  amateur 
or  professional,  need  read  no  farther. 
They’re  old  enough  and  good  enough 
to  know  what  they  need  to  knock  an¬ 
other  second  oflF  a  tough  downhill 
course.  What  I  have  to  say  concerns 
Mr.  Average  Skier,  the  beginner,  and 
especially  youngsters,  those  for  whom 
shorter  skis  are  the  answer  to  more 
skiing  with  less  fatigue  and  fewer 
chances  of  a  free  ride  to  the  hospital. 

If  you  are  learning  to  ski,  at  any 
age,  short  skis  are  the  only  logical 
answer.  This  is  proved  by  the  fact 
that  more  and  more  ski  manufactur¬ 
ers  are  making  “school”  skis— a  Euro¬ 
pean  expression  for  short  skis. 

For  my  money  they  should  be  used 
by  all  recreational  skiers  in  or  out  of 
school,  toddlers  or  old  timers.  Con¬ 
sider  the  average-sized,  middle-aged 
woman  in  the  Mt.  Snow  school  who 
was  trying  to  conquer  a  stem  turn  on 
a  pair  of  seven-foot  monstrosities. 
When  she  saw  a  group  of  us  passing 
by  on  our  four-foot  barrel  staves,  she 
exclaimed,  “I  could  do  it  on  those  lit¬ 
tle  skis!”  and  she  could,  too. 

Or  consider  the  kids.  No  less  an 
authority  than  Hannes  Schneider  has 
said  that  “children  should  have  no 
intensive  ski  instruction  before  the 
age  of  nine,  and  then  only  for  short 
periods.”  Why?  Because  of  the  danger 
to  immature  bone,  muscle,  and  ten¬ 
don— a  danger  considerably  increased 
by  long,  overweight  skis. 

Short  skis  play  second  fiddle  in  only 
one  important  respect— their  forward 
and  backward  stability  at  high  speed 
over  rough  terrain— which  should  be 
the  concern  of  the  racer  alone.  Even 
here  a  short  ski  can,  with  little  loss  of 
time,  no  more  effort,  and  much  more 
security,  compensate  for  this  by  a 
slight  deviation  of  balance  and  direc¬ 
tion  from  the  direct  fall  line— a  ma¬ 
neuver  which  is  denied  to  longer 
skis,  particularly  on  a  narrow  trail. 
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In  all  other  respects  short  skis  have 
it  all  over  their  longer  brothers  if  you 
ski  for  the  fun  of  it.  Even  the  trick 
maneuvers  like  the  gelandesprung 
and  the  jump  turn  are  not  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  average  skier  on  short 
skis,  since  their  shorter  “wheelbase” 
and  lighter  weight  make  them  much 
easier  to  handle. 

For  the  novice,  the  new  reverse 
shoulder  technique,  the  parallel  tech¬ 
nique,  and  all  the  other  modem 
schools  will  work  equally  well  with 
short  skis.  But  the  Arlberg  stem,  out 
of  which  evolve  the  three  fundament¬ 
als  of  skiing— stability,  brake  and 
turn— is  still  the  best  route  for  the 
beginner.  Here  the  short  ski  is  king. 

No  beginner  does  anything  perfect¬ 
ly  the  first  few  times.  And  a  short  ski, 
like  an  understanding  teacher,  makes 
some  allowance  for  error.  If  some¬ 
thing  goes  wrong,  you  have  a  much 
better  chance  of  catching  yourself  if 
the  skis  are  not  heavier  and  longer 
than  you  are. 

And  if  you  fall,  your  short  skis  will 
go  with  you  without  overbalancing  the 
direction  of  your  body.  The  worst  that 
you  can  expect  is  an  earful  of  snow— 
a  fate  more  pleasant  than  the  mean, 
spiral  bone  break  which  the  long, 
heavy,  unbridled  ski  inflicts  no  mat¬ 
ter  who  is  aboard. 

Remembering  Schneider’s  words, 
and  applying  my  reasoning  to  young¬ 
sters,  I  plump  for  short  skis  on  kids 
more  than  on  anyone  else.  Children 
learn  best  by  imitation.  Give  ’em  skis 
no  taller  than  their  shoulders,  put  ’em 
on  a  well-populated  musery  slope  and 
let  ’em  go.  Turning,  checking,  and 
climbing  are  easily  acquired  with 
short  skis  by  natural  mimics. 

Children  fall  easily,  often,  and  un¬ 
ashamedly,  one  of  the  reasons  they 
learn  so  well.  As  with  older  skiers, 
the  short  boards  are  less  dangerous  in 
a  fall,  and  a  decided  help  in  climb¬ 
ing  back  up.  All  the  small  fry  has  to 
do  is  roll  over  on  his  back,  kick  his 
feet  up  in  the  air  and  he’s  clear— a 
difficult  feat,  for  youngsters  (and  old¬ 
sters),  if  a  long,  heavy  pair  of  skis 
is  embedded  in  the  snow. 

Here,  I’d  like  to  insert  a  word  of 
warning.  No  ski,  short  or  long,  is  bet¬ 
ter  than  its  binding.  This  is  as  import¬ 
ant  for  the  young  as  the  middle-aged. 
Although  dangerous  on  skis  which  are 
overlong,  a  simple  cable  *  binding  is 
perfectly  safe  on  a  short  ski.  For 
children  I  recommend  a  toe  iron  and 
a  modified  cable  without  too  much 
tension  (leave  off  the  low  hitch).

An  old  gadget  makes  good 

by  Smith  Stevens 

Back  from  the  year’s  first  outing, 
George  stashed  his  equipment  in  the 
catch-all  closet  reserved  in  one  comer 
of  the  laboratory  for  skis,  poles,  boots, 
spare  tires  and  worn-out  door  mats. 

“How  was  it?”  we  asked  him. 

“Wonderful”  said  George.  “Of 
course  there  isn’t  any  base  yet  and 
your  skis  go  through  to  rocks,  but  it 
was  great  on  the  bunny  slope.” 

“How’s  your  technique  this  year,” 
we  asked  him.  “Did  you  improve  over 
the  summer?  Feet  together  now?” 

“Guess  what,”  said  George,  “they 
are  teaching  reverse  shoulder  up  there 
and  I  took  a  lesson.  Got  me  all  fouled 
up  though.  Now  I  can’t  even  rotate 
any  more.  I  don’t  look  like  a  comma 
either— more  like  a  question  mark.” 

So  we  kicked  that  around  for  a 
while,  with  everybody  offering  con¬ 
flicting  advice,  complete  with  illustra¬ 
tive  hops  and  gyrations.  By  the  time 
the  self-appointed  experts  had  run 
dry,  George  was  really  confused.  He 
could  not  have  told  wedeln  from 
weltschmerz. 

For  the  next  few  weeks  research 
went  on  more  or  less  as  usual  around 
the  Harvard  laboratory,  which  hap¬ 
pens  to  specialize  in  two  main  prob¬ 
lems:  how  the  ear  works  and  what 
underlies  the  fundamental  processes 
of  learning  in  both  two-  and  four¬ 
legged  animals.  It  is  amazing  how 
much  we  don’t  know  about  both  these 
problems.

“basic  position”  through  “major  tran¬ 
sition”  to  “final  fruition?” 

The  trouble  with  Ye  Compleat  Pre- 
ceptorium,  especially  when  spelled  out 
in  full  detail,  is  that  you  can  under¬ 
stand  what  it  is  saying  only  after  you 
have  mastered  the  business.  Then  the 
instructions  become  clear,  and  you 
can  see  that  Willy  really  is  doing 
something  different  in  those  different 
poses.  No  doubt  skiing  can  be 
learned  from  books,  as  many  skiers 
have  demonstrated,  but  the  trick  is  to 
go  back  to  the  written  lesson  fre¬ 
quently,  preferably  after  each  session 
on  the  slope.  Little  by  little  you  suc¬ 
ceed  in  hitching  the  words  and  pic¬ 
tures  to  a  first-hand  kinesthetic  feeling 
in  your  own  muscles.  Then  you  un¬ 
derstand  it. 

George  was  really  struggling  with 
kinesthesis— the  question  of  which 
muscles  to  pull,  and  when.  He  would 
assume  a  kind  of  comma  position, 
leaning  over  to  one  side,  and  then  he

KEEPING  YOUR  HEELS 

Boot  heels  that  loosen  or  tear  off  are 
an  occasional  problem  with  any  type  of 
modem  binding,  but  particularly  with 
those  that  permit  no  heel  lift  at  all. 

The  best  way  to  prevent  heel  loosen¬ 
ing  is  to  use  an  Arlberg  type  strap.  This 
gives  fimi  support  and  takes  the  strain 
off  the  heel. 

If  you  don’t  use  a  strap  with  a  binding 
like  the  Cubco,  which  employs  a  heel 
plate  secured  to  the  boot,  here  is  an¬ 
other  suggestion.  Peel  up  the  leather 
flap  inside  the  boot  sole.  Insert  several 
flat  head  screws  into  the  heel  and  re- 
cement  the  flap  over  the  screw  heads. 
The  downward  pointing  screws  should 
be  placed  between  the  upward  pointing 
screws  which  fasten  the  heel  plate. 

When  attaching  heel  plates,  or  in¬ 
serting  screws,  drill  the  pilot  hole  slightly 
deeper  than  the  length  of  the  screw. 
This  will  prevent  separation  of  the  lami¬ 
nations  of  the  heel.

would  try  to  figure  out  what  to  do 
next.  With  no  skis  on  his  feet  he  could 
hop  around  and  face  in  the  opposite 
direction,  about  as  the  instructions 
prescribe.  But  that  was  the  trouble, 
it  was  too  easy  to  turn  with  only  his 
shoes  on. 

Then  somebody  thought  of  it. 
Somebody  remembered  that  there 
was  a  device  on  the  market  some 
years  back,  a  board  to  which  you 
fastened  a  pair  of  skis  and  proceeded 
to  learn  parallel  turns.  It  was  called 
Ski-par-el,  and  the  ads  showed  it  with 
Emile  Allais  poised  aloft, ''all  set  for 
a  perfect  rotation.  Distracting  your  at-

tention  from  Allais  was  a  fetching  pic¬ 
ture  of  a  girl  called  Janet  who 
was  said  to  be  “making  beautiful  par¬ 
allel  turns  after  only  six  days  on 
snow.”  The  subtle  implication,  spelled 
out  in  boldface  type,  was  that  this 
magic  board  would  cure  ski-widows 
of  their  widowhood.  That  didn’t  hap¬ 
pen  to  be  George’s  problem,  but  the 
thought  occurred  to  us  that  if  this  gim¬ 
mick  could  teach  rotation  it  might 
also  be  able  to  cure  it.  It  seemed 
worth  a  try. 

So  we  took  to  the  woodshop  and 
soon  fashioned  a  reasonable  facsimile 
of  the  old  Ski-par-el,  a  board  about 
thirty  inches  long  and  ten  inches  wide 
with  skids  on  the  bottom  and  provi¬ 
sion  for  fastening  a  pair  of  skis  on  the 
top.  The  idea  is  simplicity  itself.  With 
your  boots  in  the  bindings  and  the 
skis  anchored  fast  to  the  board,  you 
make  parallel  turns.  Since  you  can’t 
move  your  feet,  your  turns  are  sure 
to  be  parallel. 

When  the  board  was  finished,  we 
clamped  George’s  skis  to  the  top  of 
it  and  told  him  to  put  on  his  boots, 
for  his  troubles  would  soon  be  over. 

“What  kind  of  nonsense  is  this?” 
he  wanted  to  know. 

We  assured  him  that  it  was  an  old 
Norse  swamp-type  surfboard,  handed 
down  from  the  Vikings,  and  guaran¬ 
teed  to  take  rotation  out  of  his  turns. 

“Yes,  and  break  both  my  legs,”  said 
George. 

But  he  was  game  and  got  on. 
“What  do  I  do  now?”  he  a.sked. 
“Just  make  a  turn,”  we  said.  “Go 
ahead,  imagine  you’re  on  the  slope 
and  just  make  a  turn.” 

So  George  wound  up  and  uncoiled 
with  a  beautiful  rotation  that  spun 
him  around  about  120  degrees.  A  little 
ofiF  balance  at  the  end,  perhaps,  but  a 
respectable  turn.  George  looked 
pleased  with  himself. 

‘Nothing  to  it,”  he  said.  “What  do 
I  do  now?” 

“Nice  turn,”  we  told  him,  “but  it 
was  all  wrong.  You  wound  up  before 
you  let  fly.  For  that  left  turn,  you 
first  rotated  your  shoulders  to  the 
right  and  then  swung  them  back  to 
the  left.  Now  this  time  turn  your 
shoulders  way  over  to  the  left  and 
then  turn  your  skis  to  the  left  also.” 

“But  that’s  impossible,”  George 
protested. 

“No  it  isn’t,”  we  insisted.  “Go 
ahead,  try  it.  Just  do  what  you  were 
doing  the  other  day  with  no  slds  on.” 

So  George  tried  it.  Not  very  suc¬ 
cessfully  at  first,  but  after  a  few  tries

he  was  swinging  his  skis  better  than 
ninety  degrees.  At  the  beginning  of 
each  tiun  he  looked  properly  like  a 
comma,  or  more  accurately  for  a  tall 
man  on  a  board— like  a  parenthesis. 
And  at  the  end  of  the  turn  he  looked 
like  the  other  parenthesis. 

“Now  I  get  it,’’  he  said.  “Gee,  is 
that  all  those  articles  were  trying  to 
describe?” 

We  assured  him  that  there  might 
well  be  more  to  it.  Nevertheless,  it 
was  plain  to  George  and  the  rest  of 
us  that  one  experience  of  making  a 
heavy  contraption,  fastened  to  your 
feet,  go  through  a  turn  without  first 
winding  up  is  worth  a  thousand 
words. 

Since  any  resemblance  of  the 
characters  in  this  story  to  persons  liv¬ 
ing  or  dead  is  purely  deliberate,  it 
would  be  nice  to  be  able  to  say  that 
when  George  hit  the  slopes  the  next 
weekend  he  was  doing  the  fanciest 
wedeln  on  the  hill.  But  that  would 
be  stretching  both  the  truth  and  the 
reader’s  credulity.  On  the  other  hand, 
George  is  making  rapid  progress.  He 
has  experienced  the  motion,  and  that 
is  the  important  thing.  He  now  knows 
I  what  he  is  aiming  at,  what  it  would 
;  feel  like  if  he  could  make  his  skis 
i  behave  on  the  snow.  But  the  educa- 
I  tion  of  a  set  of  muscles  to  perform  a 
skill  is  a  slow  process.  No  one  yet  has 
succeeded  in  doing  it  without  prac¬ 
tice,  and  more  practice. 

That  is  why  practically  all  skiers 
have  to  work  up  through  the  same 
old  stages,  regardless  of  fancy  theories 
and  pedagogical  devices.  They  all 
start  out  straight-legged  and  they  all 
try  at  first  to  steer  their  skis  with 
their  feet.  They  keep  their  feet  apart 
for  the  simple  reason  that  if  they  put 
them  close  together  they  would  topple 
over.  At  this  early  stage  there  is  no 
point  in  telling  them  to  ski  with  their 
feet  together,  for  they  haven’t  learned 
to  balance  themselves  on  sliding  skis. 
This  can  be  learned  only  by  trial  and 
error— with,  little  by  little,  more  trial 
and  less  error.  One  of  the  fascinating 
things  about  the  sport  is  the  inevi¬ 
tability  of  progress.  If  you  are  out  on 
the  snow,  you  just  can’t  help  getting 
better— up  to  a  point. 

That  is  where  George  had  gotten 
to:  up  to  a  point.  He  could  handle 
his  skis,  keep  his  balance,  and  turn 
where  and  when  he  ordained  it. 
He  was  actually  on  what  the  psy¬ 
chologist  calls  a  plateau— a  place 
where  you  seem  to  be  in  a  rut,  mak¬ 
ing  no  progress  at  all.  We  all  end  up 
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on  a  plateau  at  one  level  or  another 
eventually,  but  most  of  us  experience 
several  plateaus  along  the  way.  We 
stay  on  one  for  a  while,  and  then 
suddenly,  it  seems,  we  get  a  new  feel 
or  a  new  insight,  and  we  leap  ahead 
almost  overnight.  A  good  ski  instruc¬ 
tor  can  often  spot  the  trick  that  will 
give  you  the  great  “ah-ha”  experience. 
George  was  on  the  plateau  known  as 
“intermediate  skier,  rotation  type.” 
He  was  ready  to  move  on,  and  the 
dry-land  exercise  board  was  just  what 
he  needed. 

Will  it  work  for  everybody?  It 
might.  We  had  another  interesting 
case  of  a  plateau  dweller  stuck  in  the 
rut.  One  of  the  laboratory  secretaries 
was  at  the  flat-trajectory,  stem-turn 
stage,  with  no  up-and-down  motion 
anywhere  in  the  turn.  Just  piu'e  hori¬ 
zontal  glide-around  swing.  She  had 
never  jumped  her  skis  off  the  snow. 
What  the  exercise  board  did  for  her 
was  beautiful  to  behold,  for  in  order 
to  turn  the  board  you  have  to  jump 
( or  rise,  or  unweight,  or  flex,  or  what¬ 
ever  you  want  to  call  it).  I  call  it 
“jump”  because  that  is  a  word  people 
seem  to  understand.  After  a  few  ses¬ 
sions  devoted  to  jumping  the  board 
around,  she  went  out  on  the  hill  and 
put  some  hop  into  her  turns,  which 
moved  her  up  to  the  next  plateau  in 
no  time  at  all.  Now  she  has  almost 
given  up  stemming,  and  there  are 
little  telltale  indications  that  she  is  on 
the  point  of  taking  an  interest  in 
wedeln.  For  her  it  may  soon  be  back 
onto  the  board  again  for  a  try  at  re¬ 
verse  shoulder.  That  sort  of  thing  can 
go  on  all  summer. 

Do  you  want  to  try  one  of  these 
gadgets?  If  you  can’t  buy  one,  or  dig 
up  a  picture  in  an  old  copy  of  SKI 
from  the  period  1952-1953,  try  this. 
Find  a  board  ten  inches  wide  and 
thirty  inches  long,  preferably  of 
K-inch  plywood.  On  the  bottom  side, 
at  the  front  end,  place  a  piece  of 
two-by-four  crosswise.  At  the  back 
end  place  a  piece  of  3»-inch  wood 
crosswise.  Drive  three  or  four  chair 
sldds— the  kind  with  thick  rubber 
washers— into  each  of  these  cross 
pieces.  These  skids  will  save  the  floor 
and  make  the  device  slide  better.  If 
you  can  get  them,  use  ball  rollers  at 
the  back  end.  On  the  top  side  you 
need  clamps  to  hold  your  skis  on  the 
board.  Use  bolts  and  thumbscrews  to 
hold  a  board  across  the  top  of  the 
skis,  one  board  in  front  of  the  bind¬ 
ings  and  one  board  behind  them.  Now 
you  can  practice,  snow  or  no  snow.

It  was  understandable  that  the 
newspapers  would  greet  “mad  dog” 
Buek’s  death  while  flying  an  airplane 
with  a  flood  of  sensationalism,  for  to 
skiers  and  to  the  public  alike  he  had 
become  an  indestructible  legend. 

The  Italians  will  never  forget  the 
young  American  who  schussed  their 
greatest  ski  mountain  his  first  trip 
down.  The  boys  who  dive  from  the 
cliffs  at  Acapulco  will  not  forget  the  | 
crazy  gringo  who  ruined  the  show— 
the  one  with  scars  all  over  him  who 
stripped  on  the  cliff  and,  without 
looking,  took  a  flying  header  into  the 
boiling  surf  far  below.  That  ski  pho¬ 
tographer  will  never  forget  the  rattle 
of  the  clothing  and  the  sing  of  the 
skis  as  the  world’s  top  riders  rocketed 
by  at  eighty  miles  an  hour  in  the 
national  downhill,  but,  above  all,  he’ll 
not  forget  missing  the  picture  of  a 
lifetime  when  Buek  grinned  at  the 
camera  as  he  passed.  The  lift  crew 
at  Sun  Valley,  Ida.,  will  not  forget  the 
hot-rod  kid  from  California  whom 
they  first  saw  shoot  the  longest  steep 
run  in  the  United  States,  Exhibition. 

The  world’s  most  famous  skier  and 
greatest  all-time  downhill  champion 
France’s  Emile  AUais,  witnessed  this 
last  feat  and,  not  to  be  outdone, 
skated  off  straight  down  Exhibition. 
Halfway  down  he  was  clipping  the 
tops  of  moguls  at  well  over  eighty 
miles  an  horn.  He  stopped  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  with  two  beautifully  executed 
royal  Christies.  A  lasting  friendship 
had  been  established.

Under  the 
expert  guidance  of  the  famed  Allais, 
Dick  learned  how  to  ride  his  skis  for 
utmost  speed,  how  to  breathe,  how 
to  relax,  how  to  streamline  his  body 
at  high  speeds.  He  was  now  well  on 
his  way  to  winning  a  world  downhill 
title  for  the  U.S.A.  He  went  on  to  win 
the  nationals  in  1952,  but  placed 
twelfth  in  the  Olympic  Games  down¬ 
hill  at  Oslo,  Norway,  the  same  year. 
'Then  in  Sun  Valley’s  Harriman  Cup 
in  1953,  Buek  raced  against  some  of 
the  world’s  greatest  downhill  men, 
including  the  acknowledged  cham¬ 
pion,  Christian  Pravda.  In  the  most 
dangerous  downhill  ever  run  in  this 
country,  Pravda  edged  out  Buek  by 
four-fifths  of  a  second,  but  Dick  was 
convinced  now  that  he  would  fulfill 
his  lifelong  desire  to  win  a  world 
downhill  ski  championship— but  he 
was  never  to  ski  again  in  good  physi¬ 
cal  condition.

of  accidents  that  was  eventually  to 
demonstrate  perhaps  the  most  fan¬ 
tastic  will  to  win  in  the  annals  of 
sport.  The  motorcycle  Dick  was  rid¬ 
ing  collided  head-on  with  an  automo¬ 
bile.  The  doctors  held  little  hope  for 
the  unmercifully  tom  and  broken 
champion,  but  two  weeks  later  they 
announced  he  would  live,  though  he 
would  never  walk  again.  A  few  weeks 
after  the  accident  I  stopped  to  see 
Dick  while  riding  my  motorcycle. 
Sitting  in  the  bathtub,  as  I  entered, 
he  had  that  fiendish  grin  on  his  face, 
for  he  had  heard  the  motor  and 
wanted  to  take  a  ride.  His  emaciated 
ninety-seven  pounds  and  275  stitches 
made  him  look  like  a  fugitive  from 
Buchenwald.  I  helped  him  from  the 
tub  but  he  couldn’t  walk,  so  I  carried 
him  to  his  bed  where  he  attempted 
to  dress  himself  but  the  effort  made 
him  collapse  and  he  passed  out  from 
exhaustion. 

The  following  winter  Dick  Buck 
again  won  the  national  downhill 
championship  and  on  one  of  the  most 
grueling  courses  in  the  world  at 
Aspen,  Colo.  Don’t  ask  how  he  did  it, 
but  he  did  and_  on  a  leg  he  could 
move  only  a  few  inches!  The  magni¬ 
tude  of  this  feat  can  only  be  fully 
appreciated  by  the  top  skiers  and  the 
awe  and  the  respect  was  evident  in 
the  faces  of  everyone  upon  learning 
of  the  achievement.  An  unbelievable 
number  of  accidents  and  injuries,  in¬ 
cluding  a  twice-broken  back,  kept 
Buek  out  of  international  competition 
for  three  years,  but  in  the  winter  of 
1957  he  entered  the  FIS  world  cham¬ 
pionship  tryout  races  with  a  back  so 
weak  he  was  unable  to  stand  straight. 
Wearing  a  body  brace  he  again  beat 
every  American  in  Aspen’s  Roch  Cup 
downhill  and  then  went  on'  to  win  a

For  skiers,  “getting  there”  is  not 
always  half  the  fun.  Too  often  they 
spend  more  time  on  the  road  than  on 
the  slopes.  There  is  a  certain  pleasure, 
however,  in  arriving  in  one  piece  and, 
if  you  like  your  work,  returning  the 
same  way. 

It’s  really  quite  simple,  since  there 
are  only  two  factors  involved— you 
and  your  car.  The  trick  is  to  get  both 
in  the  right  frame  of  mind. 

Have  the  jalopy  winterized,  every¬ 
thing  that  is— anti-freeze,  light  oil  and 
grease,  heater  and  defroster  working, 
battery  tested.  A  hint:  squirt  pow¬ 
dered  graphite  into  locks  against 
freezing  rain  and  sleet. 

Invest  in  snow  tires,  but  get  some 
reinforced  full-length  chains,  too.  On 
ice  or  hard-packed  snow  they’re  best. 
Cost  more?  Yes,  but  they  give  twice 
the  wear.  In  a  side  skid  they  grip 
and  they’re  400  per  cent  better  on 
glare  ice  than  regular  tires  alone. 

Take  along  a  bag  of  sand  and  a 
straight-edged,  short-handled  shovel. 
A  tow  rope  often  saves  cussing  and 
might  even  get  you,  or  somebody  else, 
out  of  a  nasty  spot. 

Among  handy  liquids,  besides 
thirst  quenchers,  is  a  small  bottle  of 
glycerin  and  alcohol,  mixed  half  and 
half.  This  is  no  good  internally,  but 
will  keep  the  windshield  free  of  freez¬ 
ing  rain  or  sleet. 

Another  useful  fluid  is  ethyl  alco¬ 
hol— about  half  a  pint.  Add  this  to 
the  tank  when  you  fuel  up  and  keep 
the  tank  full  to  prevent  condensation 
and  freezing  in  the  gas  line. 

Below-zero  weather  is  as  hard  on 
the  motor  as  it  is  on  the  skier.  To 
give  the  engine  a  chance  on  cold 
nights  use  an  inexpensive  dip-stick 
heater.  Plug  it  into  an  electrical  out¬ 
let  and  put  the  business  end  into  the 
receptacle  for  the  oil  dip-stick.  The 
permanently  installed  head-bolt  heater 
works  the  same  way. 

If  you  haven’t  got  the  above,  a  one 
hundred-watt  bulb  under  a  blanket- 
insulated  hood  is  a  help.  The  lantern- 
type  heaters  are  safe  enough  but  not 
1  as  efficient  and  may  blow  out.

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Sometime  you’ll  have  carburetor 
trouble.  If  it’s  simply  lack  of  gasobne, 
try  holding  your  hand  over  the  top 
of  the  carburetor  to  increase  the  suc¬ 
tion.  Or  pour  a  little  gasoline  directly 
into  the  carburetor.  If  you  haven’t 
run  the  battery  down,  this  will  usu¬ 
ally  work. 

Finally,  there’s  you,  the  driving 
skier  who  wants  to  be  the  first  guy  on 
the  slope.  Here  are  some  points  to 
check  before  you  have  to  face  them. 

Skidding:  most  drivers— skiers  and 
non-skiers— blame  the  car  or  the  road 
surface  for  this  misplaced  mamboing. 
Skidding  is  due  to  speed  that  is  ex¬ 
cessive  for  the  road  conditions. 

Watch  for  these  hazards:  Concrete 
roads  hold  ice  longer  than  black  top. 
Daytime  melting  means  icing  at  night 
and  into  the  forenoon.  Shadowed 
stretches  and  bridges  may  harbor  ice. 

If  you  do  skid,  pump  the  brakes, 
don’t  lock  them.  On  soft,  new  snow 
you  can  often  accelerate  out  of  a  skid, 
but  on  ice,  slow  down,  avoid  sharp 
changes  of  direction  and  steer  gently. 

Anybody  is  apt  to  get  stuck  in  a 
snow  bank,  but  using  your  noodle  will 
save  you  for  the  old  salt  mine,  which 
you’re  trying  desperately  to  get  back 
to  when  the  blankety-blank  thing  gets 
hung  up.  (Afterwards,  you  can  al¬ 
ways  say,  “I  should  have  had  chains.”) 

First,  study  the  angles.  Decide 
whether  to  go  backward  or  forward. 
If  there’s  any  choice,  let  the  car  go 
downhill.  Sounds  obvious  now,  but 
wait’ll  you  get  stuck.  Nothing  is  ob¬ 
vious.  Spinning  wheels,  roaring  mo¬ 
tor,  and  bulging  muscles  are  too  often 
substituted  for  sheer  brain  power. 

Dig  away  any  heavy  snow,  put 
sand  under  the  wheel  that  spins,  keep 
the  front  wheels  straight,  and  apply 
the  power  slowly.  Rock  the  car  gently 
back  and  forth. 

In  the  absence  of  sand,  an  old 
blanket  or  canvas  works  best  under 
the  spinning  wheel.  If  you  want  to 
cut  a  tire  or  commit  mayhem  on  one 
of  your  passengers,  jam  a  shovel  un¬ 
der  the  wheel  and  let  her  spin.  A 
better  use  for  passengers  is  to  put 
them  in  the  back  seat  for  traction,  or 
as  a  last  resort  make  them  push. 

If  a  shovel,  sand,  healthy  passen¬ 
gers,  and  a  normal  I.Q.  don’t  get  you 
out,  call  the  nearest  towing  service. 
Now,  you’re  ready.  Winterizing 
yourself  and  your  car  is  nothing  more 
than  facing  the  problems  and  being 
prepared.  The  boss  will  be  happy  to 
see  you  back  safe  on  Monday  morn¬ 
ing,  too.

Safety  Code  for  Midwest 

Ski  area  operators  of  Michigan,  Wis- 
Centrol  ski  mop  consin  and  NIinnesota  have  adopted  a 

Midwest  Ski  Area  Operators’  Safety  Code 
which  they  hope  will  forestall  legislation 
and  inspection  by  other  agencies.  They 
also  hope  that  the  code  will  give  them  a 
better  rating  with  insurance  companies.

Op¬ 
erators  notify  the  council  and  an  in¬ 
spector,  sanctioned  by  the  council,  will 
pass  on  the  adequacy  of  the  safety 
measures  employed  by  each  area.

Here’s  a  way  to  save  money, 
get  more  skiing  per  season

There’s  one  way  you  can  save  two 
or  three  hundred  dollars  on  food  and 
lodging  during  a  season  of  ski  week¬ 
ends.  All  you  need  are  a  few  more 
ardent  skiers  like  yourself  and  a  lit¬ 
tle  careful  planning.  Any  group,  large 
or  small,  can  rent  a  house  for  the 
season  conveniently  located  near  a 
favorite  ski  resort. 

Right  ofiF  you  may  see  disadvan¬ 
tages,  such  as  being  restricted  to  one 
area  all  season,  sharing  time-consum¬ 
ing  chores,  occupying  quarters  less 
fashionable  than  the  best,  and  possi¬ 
bly,  suffering  deplorable  cooking.  But, 
listen  a  minute  to  how  our  group 
operated  a  house  on  a  cooperative 
basis.  Maybe  you’ll  change  your  mind. 

In  the  research  department  ofiBce 
of  the  United  Aircraft  Corporation  in 
East  Hartford,  Conn.,  we  found 
thirty  enthusiasts  willing  to  try  rent¬ 
ing  a  house.  We  split  on  going  to 
the  Green  Mountains  or  the  White 
Mountains  so  we  started  making  in¬ 
quiries  of  real  estate  agents  in  both 
areas,  specifying  our  requirements  for 
a  small  summer  hotel  or  large  pri¬ 
vate  house  suitable  for  thirty  skiers. 

After  getting  replies,  a  few  mem¬ 
bers  visited  the  prospects  in  both 
areas  and  reported  to  the  group.  The 
discussion  was  lengthy,  but  we  de¬ 
cided  to  lease  a  furnished,  thirteen- 
room  country  home  in  the  White 
Mountains,  only  a  few  miles  from  a 
major  ski  area.  The  kitchen  and  din¬ 
ing  facilities  were  adequate  for  thirty 
persons  and  the  owner  offered  to  in¬ 
stall  double  bunks  to  increase  the 
sleeping  capacity.  Fortunately,  the 
owner  lived  nearby  in  Hartford  and 
we  arranged  personally  with  him  to 
rent  the  house  from  December  28 
through  April.  We  agreed  to  pay  for 
fuel  and  electricity. 

Each  member  made  a  small  deposit 
so  we  could  pay  the  rent  in  advance 
and  have  some  cash  for  working  capi¬ 
tal.  We  purchased  the  food  and  pre¬ 
pared  the  meals  ourselves.  A  different 
person  was  in  charge  each  weekend

Once  you  have  a  group  interested 
in  renting  a  lodge  and  know  how 
much  you  want  to  pay,  the  next  step 
is  to  find  the  lodge.  Some  large  agen¬ 
cies  list  property  available  for  renting 
as  sld  lodges,  or  you  can  write  the 
chamber  of  commerce  in  the  area  you 
select  for  a  list  of  local  real  estate 
agents.  Here  are  ten  points  you  will 
want  to  check: 

1.  Location  of  property. 

2.  Distance  from  sld  areas. 

3.  Season’s  rent. 

4.  Number  and  types  of  rooms. 

5.  Sleeping  capacity. 

6.  Number  of  bathrooms. 

7.  Kitchen  and  dining  facilities. 

8.  Supply  of  dishes  and  silverware. 

9.  Type  of  heating  system  and  cost 
of  heat  for  one  winter  month. 

10.  Insurance  coverage. 


and  he  was  responsible  for  planning 
the  menu  and  purchasing  the  food. 
On  Thursday  he  was  given  the  num¬ 
ber  of  persons  expected  that  weekend. 
To  save  valuable  skiing  time  he 
shopped  on  Friday  noon  from  a  stand¬ 
ard  list  of  groceries. 

This  shopping  list  contained  the 
food  items  needed  with  the  average 
quantity  per  person.  Multiplying  this 
by  the  number  of  meals  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  persons  gave  the  total  food  re¬ 
quired.  The  list  included  essential 
items  which  would  be  consumed  dur¬ 
ing  the  weekend,  such  as  juice,  eggs, 
bacon,  bread,  coffee,  butter,  meat,  po¬ 
tatoes,  and  vegetables.  Staples  were 
obtained  at  the  beginning  of  the  sea¬ 
son  and  replenished  as  needed. 

Returning  from  a  hard  day  of  ski¬ 
ing,  the  person  in  charge,  with  a  few 
helpers  of  his  own  choosing,  would 
prepare  the  meal.  Getting  a  meal  for 
twenty-five  or  thirty  persons  was  not 
as  difiicult  as  we  had  imagined.  To

menu  was  plain  and  standardized. 
The  meat  course  was  usually  a  roast, 
baked  ham  or  meat  loaf,  or  baked 
beans.  Members  and  guests  paid  $2.00 
apiece  for  food,  even  if  the  actual  cost 
was  less.  The  surplus  was  put  into 
the  bank.  Members  paid  $1.00  and 
guests  $2.00  a  night  for  lodging.  For 
members  total  cost  was  a  modest  $4.00 
for  the  weekend. 

The  person  in  charge  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  filling  out  the  work  sheets 
and  collecting  the  fees.  At  the  end  of 
the  season,  after  all  the  bills  were 
paid,  a  complete  financial  statement 
was  given  to  each  member.  We  didn’t 
plan  to  make  a  profit,  but  after  the 
initial  deposit  was  returned  to  each 
member  we  were  able  to  divide  a 
small  surplus. 

Our  first  season  in  a  rented  lodge 
involved  some  trial  and  error,  but  it 
proved  economical.  And  it  did  enable 
us  to  enjoy  more  weekends  of  skiing 
at  a  large  resort  with  varied  slopes 
suited  to  the  skills  of  our  members. 

That’s  how  we  punctured  the  in¬ 
flation  balloon.  There’s  no  reason  why 
you  can’t  too.

Your  first  time  on  skis

A  ski  vacation? 

Not  me.  I  had  never  been  on  skis 
in  my  life.

lodge,  I  was  ready  to  park  the  skis 
and  spend  the  day  drinking  cofiFee 
around  the  fireplace.  My  buddy  had 
diflFerent  plans  for  me.

Skiing  can  be  a  family  sport 


by  Rosalie  Minkow 

It  was  the  most  pathetic  letter  I 
have  ever  read.  I  saw  it  in  the  Febru¬ 
ary,  1958,  issue  of  SKI. 

“No  renewal  for  us.  Marriage,  kids 
and  a  house  have  .  .  .  eliminated 
skiing  ...” 

I  want  to  reach  out  my  arm,  pat 
this  young  father  on  the  back  and  tell 
him  to  desist  from  his  martyrish  ways. 
My  husband,  Howard,  learned  to  ski 
only  after  our  second  child  was  born. 
After  a  hiatus  of  five  years,  I  put  the 
boards  back  on  again— back  on  very 
shaky  feet.  House?  We  have  one,  too. 

If  you  marry  another  skier,  chances 
are  you  never  do  stop  skiing.  How¬ 
ever,  there  may  be  a  problem  if  your 
spouse  is  among  the  uninitiated.  In 
that  case,  you  can  (a)  convert  him  (or 
her),  (b)  ski  while  he  (she)  sits  back 
at  the  inn  reading  and  sipping  hot 
toddies  by  a  warm  fire,  or  (c)  com¬ 
promise.  (We  know  one  husband 
whose  wife  hates  snow  and  cold.  He 
goes  skiing  with  the  boys  while  she 
stays  home.  He  substitutes  for  her 
summers  when  she  indulges  in  her 
sport— water  skiing.) 

As  for  the  young  man’s  house  prob¬ 
lem,  if  his  wife  becomes  an  addict, 
she  will  gladly  clean  the  basement  and 
put  up  storm  windows  herself  to 
leave  weekends  unencumbered.  If  she 
remains  aloof  from  the  sport,  hell  be 
amazed  how  much  he  can  accomplish 
evenings  if  there’s  a  ski  weekend  in 
the  offing. 

The  real  problem  comes  with  what 
follows  marriage— children— but  our 
experience  proves  that  a  skiing  vaca¬ 
tion  can  even  include  children. 

The  first  year  we  drove  up  to  Stowe 
from  our  home  on  Long  Island  (a  ten- 
hour  trip)  with  our  fifteen-month-old 
daughter  and  her  brother,  three  and 
a  half. 

Howard  set  up  the  car  the  night 
before  “Departure  Day.”  Suitcases 
were  wedged  between  the  back  and 
front  seats  to  make  one  level  of  the 
rear  for  sitting,  playing  and  sleeping. 
A  blanket  provided  padding  for  com¬ 
fort  and  safety.  Ellen’s  diapers,  in  a

large  cloth  laundry  bag  tied  at  the  top, 
served  as  a  pillow  for  napping.  A 
plastic  bag  was  ready  for  soiled  dia¬ 
pers. 

I  sat  in  the  front  and  the  children 
were  happily  ensconced  on  their  rear 
platform.  On  the  floor  at  my  feet  were 
all  the  accoutrements  and  pacifiers  for 
the  traveling  young.  Several  cans  of 
fruit  juice,  with  an  opener  and  dis¬ 
posable  paper  cups,  provided  refresh¬ 
ment  between  stops.  Milk  from  a 
thermos  tends  to  get  warm  and  insipid 
on  a  long  trip,  but  if  yours  is  still  a 
bottle  baby,  you  can  buy  one  of  those 
bottle  warmers  which  plugs  into  the 
car’s  cigarette  lighter  socket. 

To  keep  little  jaws  occupied,  we  in¬ 
cluded  several  boxes  of  plain  cookies. 

I  emphasize  plain  because  Ellen  once 
devoured  a  whole  box  of  raisin  cookies 
unnoticed  and  suffered  three  days  of 
diarrhea.  Sweet  ec.^ikies  are  sickening 
too,  so  stick  to  the  plain,  salted  kind. 

There’s  nothing  like  the  novelty  of 
a  new  toy  to  keep  kids  happily  oc¬ 
cupied,  for  a  few  minutes  anyway. 
With  this  in  mind,  I  visited  the  local 
five-and-ten  and  scoured  the  counters 
for  cheap  plastic,  throw-away  novel¬ 
ties,  such  as  suites  of  doll  house  furni¬ 
ture,  miniature  doll  babies,  cars, 
trucks,  cowboy  and  Indian  figures,  etc. 
These  can  easily  be  discarded  and  re-  | 
plenished  en  route  or  at  the  destina¬ 
tion.  We  also  added  a  variety  of 
twenty-five-cent  children’s  books  with 
bright,  lively  pictures. 

Plan  on  stopping  every  three  hours. 
This  is  the  maximum  tolerance  time 
for  children.  Rest  stops  can  coincide 
with  fuel  and  lunch. stops. 

We  made  Stowe  in  good  time  to 
wash  up  before  one  of  the  Green 
Mountain  Inn’s  justifiably  famous  din¬ 
ners.  'There  was  a  high  chair  waiting 
for  Ellen  at  our  table  because  we  had 
telephoned  ahead  for  reservations.  We 
recommend  strongly  calling  or  writing 
ahead  to  make  your  special  needs 
known  to  your  host.  You  might  have 
taken  potluck  in  your  bachelor  days, 
but  you  just  can’t  do  it  with  kids. 

Our  hosts,  the  Parker  Perrys,  had 
assured  us  that  children  of  all  ages 
were  welcomed  at  the  inn,  which  is 
equipped  with  cribs  and  high  chairs 
and  even  a  cupboard  full  of  toys.  Mrs. 
Perry  graciously  volunteered  to  find  us 
a  babysitter  who  would  be  available 
during  our  stay. 

In  December,  1957,  our  entourage 
arrived  at  Stowe  only  to  be  rained  out 
after  one  day  of  skiing.  The  rest  of 
the  winter  was  pure  joy  for  skiers,  but

because  Howard  is  a  CPA,  he  could 
spare  only  Sundays,  and  only  after 
much  cramming  during  the  week. 
Consequently,  we  contented  ourselves 
with  one-day  trips. 

Everyone  gets  hungry  outdoors  so 
we  packed  doubles  on  sandwiches  and 
cookies  in  a  big  paper  bag.  Then  wo 
bought  cocoa  and  coffee  at  the  slopes. 
One  of  us  sided  while  the  other 
coached  David  on  his  short  skis  and 
kept  an  eye  on  Ellen  romping  in  the 
snow,  brought  them  back  to  the  warm¬ 
ing  hut  when  they  got  cold,  and 
waited  patiently  for  the  other  to  take 
over.

Before  discussing  the  when  to  ski 
in  Europe,  where  and  how,  we  might 
give  a  general  answer  to  “why.”  After 
all,  don’t  we  have  wonderful  moun¬ 
tains,  snow,  uphill  facilities  and  com¬ 
fortable  lodges  in  North  America? 

There  is  no  simple  answer.  Perhaps 
it  is  that  skiing  in  Europe  is  a  many- 
splendored  thing.  At  the  time  it  is 
all  you  hoped  it  would  be,  and  later, 
in  the  memory  and  telling  of  it,  the 
trip  becomes  a  phantasmagoria  of 
quaint  alpine  villages,  towering  moun¬ 
tains,  endless  downhill  runs,  all  peo¬ 
pled  by  sultry  Italian  contessas, 
madcap  French,  the  wildly  dangerous- 
on-the-slope  English  and  the  wildly 
athletic  Germans.  There  is  glamor 
and  romance;  there  are  mountains  and 
endless  runs  that  make  one  think  the 
Almighty  had  skiers  in  mind  when  He 
made  the  Alps;  there  are  the  pearly 
“gateway”  cities  of  Paris,  Zurich, 
Milan,  Munich  and  Vienna. 

The  excitement  of  entering  a 
foreign  country  begins  the  minute  you 
board  the  European  airline  in  New 
York  or  Los  Angeles.

US,  ask  someone  who  has  been  there! 

There  are  many  possibilities  for 
your  ski  trip  to  Europe.  You  can  join 
a  charter  group,  you  can  join  a  con¬ 
ducted  tour,  you  can  buy  one  of  the 
all-inclusive  package  plans  ofiFered  by 
®  many  airlines  or  you  can  do  it  all 
yourself.  Briefly,  here  are  the  ad¬ 
vantages  and  disadvantages  of  each. 

The  ski  charter  group  offers  the 
lowest  cost  in  transatlantic  fares. 
However,  there  are  several  disadvan¬ 
tages  which  should  be  considered. 
Firstly,  you  have  to  go  over  with  the 
group  and  come  back  with  it.  No 
“just-a-couple-more-days”  extensions 
are  possible.  Secondly,  charter  groups 
normally  do  not  make  land  arrange¬ 
ments  for  you.  It  is  up  to  you  to  make 
your  own  reservations— often  difficult 
in  high  season— and  arrange  for  trans¬ 
portation  to  the  ski  areas.  Thirdly, 
you  do  not  benefit  from  the  airlines’ 
“stopover”  plan,  which  allows  you  to 
fly  to  Zurich,  and  on  your  return,  stop 
over  in  many  leading  cities  such  as 
Paris,  Brussels  and  London  without 
any  additional  air  fare. 

The  conducted  tour  fills  a  very 
definite  need,  but  it  may  not  be  for 
everyone.  The  advantage  is  that  you 
have  nothing  to  think  about  except 
%  skiing  and  having  fun.  The  tour  con¬ 
ductor  knows  the  resorts  that  you  go 
to,  he  (or  she)  makes  all  the  ar¬ 
rangements  for  rail  transportation, 
hotel  reservations,  ski  lift  tickets,  in¬ 
structors  and  generally  all  the  bother¬ 
some  details  of  traveling  which  can  be 
even  more  bothersome  when  at¬ 
tempted  in  languages  you  do  not  un¬ 
derstand.  The  disadvantages  of 
conducted  tours  are  simply  that  your 
basic  itinerary  is  planned  for  you, 
you  may  not  like  the  others  in  your 
group  (rare),  you  may  not  like  your 
tour  conductor  (rarer)  and  you  all 
tend  to  stick  together  rather  than 
mixing  with  the  nationals  of  dozens 
of  other  countries. 

The  package  plans  designed  by  the 
ski  speciahsts  of  a  few  travel  agencies 
make  an  excellent  compromise.  These 
specialists  know,  and  have  skied,  most 
of  Europe’s  ski  areas;  they  can  recom¬ 
mend  hotels  to  fit  yow  pocketbook 
and  can  get  you  reservations  when 
alone  you  might  not  be  able  to;  they 
^  will  arrange  your  land  transportation 
by  train  or  car;  they  will  make  ar¬ 
rangements  for  you  to  rent  a  car  in 
Ewope.  Don’t  choose  just  any  travel 
agent;  choose  the  specialists.

merits  for  your  European  ski  trip  on 
your  own  with  your  own  little  “do-it- 
yourself-kit”  is  unwise  except  for  a 
few  worldly  veterans  of  many  winter 
forays  to  the  Alps. 

What  about  when  and  where  to  go? 
Very  briefly,  December:  snow  uncer¬ 
tain,  lots  of  fun.  January:  may  be 
cold,  reduced  rates  at  many  hotels 
and  on  many  lifts,  good  for  powder 
snow  enthusiasts.  February:  height  of 
season,  usually  very  crowded.  March 
and  April:  long  days,  warm  sun,  still 
excellent  snow  at  higher  resorts,  ex¬ 
cellent  season  for  stopover  in  Paris, 
Rome  or  the  Riviera. 

Where  you  go  depends  on  what 
you  want  and  the  time  of  year.  The 
old  standbys  are  just  that  for  a  very 
good  reason:  they  give  everything  an 
American  is  looking  for.  Among  these 
would  be  Kitzbuhel,  Austria;  the 
Arlberg  region  of  Austria  (St.  Anton, 
Ziirs  and  Lech);  Switzerland’s  Par- 
senn  region  (Davos  and  Klosters); 
also  in  Switzerland,  St.  Moritz,  the 
Bernese  Oberland  (Gstaad,  Saanen- 
moser,  Wengen,  Miirren  and  Grindel- 
wald)  and  Zermatt;  Italy’s  “sunny 
side  of  the  Alps”  including  Sestriere, 
Gervinia  and  Gortina;  France’s  Val 
d’Isere,  M^geve,  Ghamonix  and  Cour¬ 
chevel,  the  latter  being  the  headquar¬ 
ters  for  Emile  Allais.  Don’t  forget  to 
poke  around  into  some  of  the  smaller 
resorts  also,  many  of  which  are  actu¬ 
ally  more  extensive  than  our  own 
largest  areas. 

What  about  costs?  Minimum  round- 
trip  air  passage  on  the  new  economy 
fares  available  on  all  airlines  is 
$522.20  for  New  York/Ziirich.  Be¬ 
tween  October  15  and  March  31  you 
can  take  advantage  of  the  family  plan 
which  permits  reduced  rates  for  mem¬ 
bers  of  your  immediate  family.  You 
pay  the  full  round  trip  fare,  and  each 
member  of  the  family  pays  the  same 
less  $150.00.  Tourist-class  and  first- 
class  fares  are  higher,  as  are  the  re- 
pective  family  plan  reductions.  Allow 
$8.00-$10.00  American  Plan  lodging 
(meals  included).  Ski  lifts  will  cost 
between  $14.00  and  $18.00.  Ski  les¬ 
sons  and  guide  fees  vary  too  much  to 
generalize.  Car  rentals,  which  make  a 
lot  of  sense  if  two  or  more  people  are 
traveling  together,  are  quite  reason¬ 
able.  For  instance,  a  Volkswagen, 
complete  with  snow  tires,  chains,  in¬ 
surance  and  all  documents  can  be 
rented  for  $70.00— or  $35.00  per  per¬ 
son— with  a  mileage  allowance  of  435 
miles  (plenty)  and  gasoline  extra 
(about  a  tank  and  a  halfl).

Area  development  proceeds  at  record  pace 


As  SKI  goes  to  press,  seventy-four  new 
lifts  are  slated  for  completion  this  season 
in  North  America.  Quite  obviously,  this 
is  the  record  number  of  lifts  to  be  built 
in  a  year,  some  twenty  ahead  of  last 
year’s  total.

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Eriksen,  was  not  designed  for  the  purpose 
of  putting  in  a  bid  for  the  world  cham¬ 
pionship  races.  Aspen  already  had  a  FIS 
course.  What  it  provides  is  wonderfully 
long,  sweeping  runs  of  the  sort  that  both 
experts  and  intermediates  enjoy,  each  at 
their  own  speed.  It  also  has  a  good  teach¬ 
ing  slope,  served  by  the  T-bar  trans¬ 
planted  from  Aspen’s  Little  Nell. 

Buttermilk  was  created  primarily  as  a 
teaching  area  for  the  Aspen  ski  school,  in 
order  to  remove  beginners’  classes  from 
the  path  of  human  projectiles  hurtling 
down  Aspen  Mountain.  But  it  promises 
lots  of  skiing  fun  for  all  as  well,  with  fast 
uphill  transportation  via  Doppelmayr 
T-bar. 

We  are  so  accustomed  to  thinking  of 
area  expansion  in  terms  of  new  lifts  that 
we  forget  other  considerations  may  be 
more  pressing.  This  season  Mammoth 
Mountain,  Calif.,  will  have  the  one  facil¬ 
ity  it  lacked  for  qualification  as  one  of 
the  country’s  leading  resorts:  a  big,  first- 
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Facade  af  millian-dollar  Mammoth  Lodge 

rate  hotel.  Andrew  J.  Hurley’s  million- 
dollar  promotion,  the  Mammoth  Mountain 
Inn,  will  offer  plush  accommodations 
year-round,  with  John  O’Rear  as  mana¬ 
ger.  Mammoth  will  inevitably  become  one 
of  the  country’s  greatest  resorts,  perhaps 
the  biggest  of  all.  Chair  lift  number  three 
is  going  in  next  year. 

Down  in  Taos,  N.M.,  Ernie  Blake  is 
busy  enlarging  and  grooming  his  year-old 
Pomalift  area  with  its  challenging  runs. 
Here  and  at  Santa  Fe  the  Texas  trade  is 
bringing  a  yen  for  more  lifts  and  longer 
runs,  and  bringing  the  wherewithal.  Look 
for  more  development  in  the  southwest. 

Much  is  going  on  at  Squaw  Valley,  but 
for  the  most  part  recreational  skiers  will 
have  to  wait  patiently  for  the  Olympic 
business  to  get  over  with  before  they  can 
enjoy  the  bonanza  of  new  lifts  and  facili¬ 
ties. 

In  the  northwest.  White  Pass  is  adding 
a  double  chair  and  a  Poma  is  going  in 
at  Bend.  Note  that  one  of  the  new  Cana¬ 
dian  T-bars— the  one  at  Kimberley,  B.C., 
is  over  a  mile  long.  At  Brighton,  Utah, 
the  new  chair  lifts  may  transform  what 
has  been  primarily  a  local  area  into  one 
of  national  patronage.
